Accordingly, claims 16-24 
been cancelled.

Claims 1-15 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: A heart valve 
with at least two adjustable claws that are capable of reverting from a first position to a 
second position and back to the first position for gripping surrounding heart valve tissue 
and further having a plurality of legs and leaflet membranes attached to an annular ring 
is novel over prior art
